Mr. Nichols told the Monarchists ‘that 
maintenance. of the ex-royal exiles was 
the subject of discussion by the Suprenmie 
Council.

PARIS, March:20 {Associated Press). 
~An armistice between, Turkey ’ and 
Greece will be the first subject discussed 
by the allied Foreign «Ministers when 
they meet in Paris next Wednesday to 
confer oh the Near Eastern situation.

BRITISH TERMS FOR TURKEY. 
Tomorrow, the diplomats of the 

great Powers and of Greece and Tur- 
key meet in Paris to try to settle thé 
Greco-Turkish war and other phases 
of the Near Hastern question. No 
very, hopeful formulas have yet ap- 
peared. Izzet Pasha, the Turkish 
Foreign Minister, has telegraphed 
back to ,Constantinople an outline of 
the terms given him by Lord 
Curzon, but it would take a good deal 
of optimism to expect a solution on 
that basis. The British suggestions 
include the complete evacuation: of 
Anatolia by.the Greeks, a reconcilia- 
tion between the Turkish Governments 
of Angora and Constantinople; with 
the latter apparently recognized as 
superior, and‘’the protection. of ‘the 
Greek popiilation of the Anatolian 
coast by the.Allies “since the Turks 
“have proved: incompetent adminis- 
“ trators.’’.

The. report of thé Meyer committee 
te the Charter Revision Commissioit 
is much more than a criticism of the 
present City Administration. The 
abuses it’ exposes are of long standing. 
The report is published just as it is 


issue of city bonds was slow, and that 
another issue may be expected soon. 
The city’s credit cannot permanently 
remain high unless.a stop is put. to 
practices which would wreck priyate 
credit. The ‘city isa billion dollars 
in debt. One-tenth is unfunded, float- 
ing, a constant source of inconve- 
nience. ‘The city has expended $58,- 
750,000 on unprofitable investménts, 
on the plea of making money, bo a8 
to reduce taxation, The -conimittee 
recomniends : turning the .investments 
into sources of revénue, but explicitly 
says that no City Administration can 
do it without ‘legiélation.. Thé city 
has apparently eased its finances by 
abandoning the pay-ds-you-go plan 
imposed on the city when it ‘asked for 
relief from hankers. The bankers éan 
stop this route to financial perdition 
more quickly than can thé lawytri-n 

The city thinks that its sinking fund 
strengthens its efedit.. The committee 
lesserts that the sinking funds ** fur- 
nish security *’ to bendholders. ’ Taxa- 
tion is the sole source of the ‘éity’s 
credit. The bonds in the sinking fund 
are mortgages on tax sources... When 
the city holds its own ‘obligations 
against itself it stremgthens the city’s 
credit about as much as it -would 
strengthen a trader's credit to know 
that he held his own promissory notes 
in his safe. Taxpayers know that thé 
city’s tax power is over-mortgaged. 
The gommittee remarks that this con- 
dition is contrary to law in more than 
one respect, and that the’ evasion of 
law bas been accomplished by diver-> 
sion of funds. The sinking funds havé, 
been raided to‘ provide ‘administrative 
expenses. 

Many other — made by. the 
committee do not rest on its authority 
alone.’ They are, familiar te all ac- 
quainted with the city's finances, The 
question is how much. longer, these 
things can be practiced with impunity. 
The fault of the’ present City’ .Ad- 
ministration lies less. in continuing 
evil practices, or even in abandoning

CANADA'S GOVERNMENT OPERA- 
: TION. 

The Railway Age calls attention to 
the fact that Canada's experience with 
railway operation is even worse. than 
our own. The-scale is smaller, but 
the loss is proportionately larger. A 
former railway official of the Do- 
minion puts Canada’s loss on its rail- 
jways in 1920 at $136,000,000, al- 
though the Government admitted only 
$70,000,000. Comifmenting on an ar- 
ticle by a professor of the University 
of Toronto, The Railway Age says that 
in 1921 the Canadian Government 
railways. failed to earn operating ex- 
péensés by $20,000,000, and the Do- 
minion had to provide $100,000;000 in- 
terest: The Dominion: owns 17,000 
miles’ of railways .and is negotiating 
for 5,000 more, There fs no particular 
reproath to the Domfinién fér its rail. 
way, losses... They are the rule every- 
where..~ But in the case of Canada the 
railway.Josses and the interest on na- 
tional débt 6 ma 6 of the national 
revenue. 

Canada’s —— ‘with shipping 
also résémbles our’own. In 1820 Can- 
ada’s mercantile ‘maritie did not earn 
fixed charges. The decline in foreign 
trade _résulted * in an operating loss 
of $1,750,000, and. charges added 
$9,000,000 to the railway loss. This is 
the result of providing océan auxili- 
aries to the national railways. 
idea was good, but it gave, to Canada 
two white» elephants. — Canada pro- 
vided herself with sixty ocean- steam- 
ships, on which there is.4 capital loss 
of half,-and which are either runuing 
empty or are tied up, eating thelr 
heads off, so to speak. 

These facts are worth noting in con- 
nection with Canada’s reputed inten- 
tion to float a loan for about $100,- 
000,000 in:this country.. Canada is a 
good credit risk. Her assets are.ample, 
although not all readily realizable, and’ 
her currency: is sound. If Canada were 
not enibarked in Government ‘trading’ 
fp so great an extent, she would be a 
favored applicant for accomniodation.

UNEMPLOYMENT IN ENGLAND 


Expenditure on Relief-is.at the Rate 
of More Than. £ 100,000,000 
Per Annum. 


A recent number of The Statist, in the 
course of an article discussing the qtes-{ 
tion of unemployment in Great Britain 
and.the relief measufes instituted by 
the Government, says: 

“Expenditure ‘on the relief of unem- 
ployment is, at present, at the rate of 
over £100,000,000 per annum, -a more 
generous provision than any ever made 
in our history, particularly when the 
circumstances of the time, depressed 
trade and burdensome taxation are taken 
into account... There has been. sub- 
stantial expenditure on productive work, 
followed by. an tmprovement In the un- 
employment figures, for which, —— 
the Government can take only par- 
tial credit.. The bottom was — ed in 
June last, when well over 2,000,000 were 
wholly unemployed and er 1,999,000 
were on short time. “At the end of last 
month 1,983,900 persons were registered 
as. wholly are and 316,000 as 
being on short 

‘Since the Autumn upward of forty 
million pounds has been spent by the 
Government and by local aut ties on 
productive work. ans regating 
* Aoo ooo have been» guaranteed for the 
—S— of stimulating trade, and 
£563,000 was set aside under supplemen- 
tary estimates last session to permit of 
an-acceleration of Post Office and Ad- 
miralty contracts, and so providé earl 
additional employment. Further. c 
its have been sanctioned under the ex- 
port credits scheme to the amount. of 
approximately seven million. pounds. 
Assistance of this kind is much more 
helpful than doles.
